VAHLTEIG’S REINSTATEMENT ASKED. 


The Latest Phase of the War Among the 
Turners. 

There is war among the Turners. A short 
time ago the Chicago Turngemeinde, the 
most powerful Turner society in the city, 
which meets in its own hall on Clark street, 
just north of Chicago avenue, expelled one of 
its members—a photographer named Vahl. 
teig—because of his radical anarchistic ex- 
pressions. The expelled member then joined 
the Garfield Turner Society, which meets at 
Larrabee and Wisconsin streets. 

The District .Board of Turners, which is 
composed of seven standing members and one 
delegate each from the thirty Turner societies 
of,the Chi district, met yesterday morn- 
ng at the. Fortechritt —Turner-Hall, N oO. 1824 
Milwaukee avenue, and decided that the Turn- 
gemeinde had no right to expel Vahiteig for 
the causes assigned and that the Garfield “ 
verein had no right to admit him under the 
circumstances, and ordered that he resign 
from the Garfield society and that the Turn- 
gemeinde should readmit him to membership 
and that unless it did so within two weeks it 
would be considered expelled from the Tur- 
aay. name given the general associ- 
ation. District Board 1 meet again 
two weeks from yesterday at the Fortschritt 
Turner-Hall to act further in the matter. 

Yesterday afternoon “The Sixty-six,” a 
faction in the Turngemeinde that favors the 
readmission of Vohlteig, held a meeting and 
took steps to make a strong fight for its de- 
mands. The remainder of the 600 members 
of the society favor standing by their action. 
A meeting of the Turngemeinde has been 
called for Wednesday night to take action on 
the case., It promises to develop a bitter fight 
between the anarchistic and conservative 

The Turngemeinde is wealthy and 
powerful, Louis Nettelhorst is its President 
and the probabilities are that it will leave the 
Turnerbund rather than go back on its ac- 
tion in expelling Vohiteig. Ex-Justice Fred 
Engelhardt, who figured prominently in the 
anarchistice cases in 1887 as a friend of the 
eg. gheerzes is the head of the District Board 
yesterday issued the order referred to.

6 obtain that. Indiana has long been a 
‘wealthy, saving, and accumulating State, and 
collectively its people are worth infinitely 
more than they owe. Those of its citi- 
‘tens who have borrowed money on mortgages 
have enough to pay with and something left 


over, while most of the rest are not only out of 


‘debt but are more or less ahead in the world, 
and do not. want their savings robbed of a 
large part of their value by having the amount 
wounted out. to them in stumptail silver 
dollars... The mechanics and laborers have 
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ter impossible, and depfess far more than is 
usual under present arrangements the prices 
paid the grower for the bulk of his crop. Even 
if it did not thus work to his disadvantage it 
would still be an unwarrantabie interference 
with the rights of the citizen to debar him 
from agreeing to do at some time in the 
future that which 1t is perfectly right anda 
proper to do today. It would be a despotism 
as great as any that existe in Europe or the 
Orient. It would be a restriction utterly un- 
worthy of a free people. 


ENGLISH BANK RESERVES. 

Mr. Goschen, the British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, has committed himself to the 
theory that the ,existing gold reserves are in- 
sufficient to support the immense banking 
commitments of the United Kingdom, espe- 
cially in times of crisis; that the arrangement 
which virtually makes the Bank of England 
the sole custodian of those reserves is both 
one-sided and dangerous; and that the re- 
sponsibility ought to be shared by other 


banks, perhaps most conveniently by the great 


joint stock associations of the metropolis. 
These conclusions seem to have been 
arrived at from a consideration of the 
Barings’ failure, and possibly without a due 
appreciation of the way in which calamitous 
results from that affair were averted: It is 
true the Bank of England arranged with the 
Bank of France for a three months’ loan of a 
large amount of gold, but that was simply 
done for the purpose of compliance with the 
terms. of the law, without calling on the Cab- 
inet to suspend the Peel act, But the money 
was practically unused, and what really 
averted the threatened disaster was the fact 
that the great banks of London combined to- 
gether for mutual protection, fifiding it to be 
to their common interest todo so. Their ac- 
tion was similar in its effects, if not in theory, 
to that of the New York banks when the 
latter agreed to issue  clearing-house 
certificates. In both cases the action was a 
guarantee of credit which was of far more im- 
portance than any immediate addition to cash 
holdings that could possibly have been made. 
If the specie reserve of a bank be sufficient to 
form good security in ordinary times it de- 
serves and generally gets support on occasions 
of extfaordinary pressure, and what is true of 
the unit is true of the system to which it be-

“ Industrials.” Within the last five years or 
so the whole world has been ransacked by the 
British promoter for opportunities to buy out 
manufacturing and other plants, capitalize 
them at a large advance on the original price, 
and then sell out the shares to a confiding 


public, The bait took to such dn extent as to 


seriously reduce the volume of savings bank 
deposits in the old country and markedly 
lessen the operations of the building 
associations, thus proving that the “ in- 
dustrial shares” were peddled out to 
the working classes, who invested on the 
promise of much larger returns for the use of 
their little capital than they could obtain in 
the usual way. These poor people have labored 
under the double disadvantage of paying far 
more for their share of the property than it 
was worth and of seeing the profits reduced by 
inefficient management, the parties in control 
not having the same incentive to exertion as 
before. The investments made in the United 
States compare very favorably in this respect 
with those made in England and other coun- 
tries, but in nota few instances here the 
history of the Allsopp’s concern is repeated in 
perhaps slightly milder terms.

that it is a cure for lupus andtubercular dis- 
eases of the bone; but in cases of advanced 
consumption, when cavities have appeared in 
the lungs, the injection of a dose of it is by 
many physicians considered equivalent to 
driving death’s dart into the patient’s heart.

The trvo latest remedial discoveries are by 
Dr. Bernheim of Paris and Dr. Liebrich of 
Berlin.

culosis is by the’transfusion of blood from’ 


the carotid artery of a goat. The latter’s 
method is the use of cantharadide of potash 
administered in a solution by injections under 
the skin.

An Older Discovery. 

But there is an older remedy and discovery 
than either of the above, and its advocates 
claim that the treatment is not only more 
scientific and curative, but that no evil re- 
sults follow it.. This consumption cure ts not 
a Berlin or Paris importation, but is an Amer- 
ican discovery and is known as the Shurly 
method. Dr. ae is a physician of De- 
troit and he and Dr. Gibbes of the same city 
have been experimenting on the subject for 
the last eight years and ir conclusions are 
formed from the most careful and painstak- 
ing petbologian investigations.

Likely to Occupy More Attention in the 
Next Campaign than the Irish Troubles 
—Make-Up of the Royal Commission— 
The Campaign in Igeland, _

Lorpor, Feb. 28.—In a : an inten- 
tion to appoint a royal commission to deal 
with labor questions the Government has 
made an excellent electionecrihg move. It 
has realized that the country is getting weary 
of Irish questions, and that the éplit in the 
Irish ranks will paralyze home rule and kin- 


less by heme-rule pledges than by 
ish promises of their candidates to ‘the 


workingmen on matters of labor, it has be- 


come evident to the wire-pullers of the Tory 
party that no time is to be lost in seeking to 
control the labor program for election pur- 
poses at the general eléction expected fifteen 
months hence. The. Government will, there- 
fore, possibly try.to secure, if not.a complete 
report from the commission before that date, 
at least reports of recommendations on some 
of the more prominent subjects. If the Gov- 
ernment had not decided last Saturday in the 
Cabinet to organize the gréat commission it 
would most probably have been anticipated 
by the leaders of the opposition, and thus 
would have been deprived of the credit of this 
undertaking. 
Bidding for the Labor Vote. 

Both political parties fully realize that the 
workingman has found his power in the.fran- 
chise and means to use it. To what extent 
the party wire-pullers wili control the work- 
ingman’s schemes and aspirations remains to 
be seen, but the whole tendency of party poli- 
oo mg poser Foray hg been for each side 

outbid, if possi terms of itso 
nent. This principle has been illustrated in 
Irish pohtics as well as in questions connected 
with jabor. Labor topics, however, are less 
academic than practical, and concessions 
made to the workingmen by politicians for 
party purposes are too often ruinous to com- 
mercial interests, and in many casés open the 
English market to foreign competition. The 
whole field of labor bristles with difficulties. 
We have questions relating tostrikes, lock 
rates of wages, the migration of ; 
laborers to cities, the increasing of cheap 
foreign labor, the eight hour question, picket- 
ing, courts of arbitration, in fact a. lon 
hst of social and economic quéstions whic 
the extended franchise and the recent develop- 
ments of the new unionism-are. forcing. into 
prominence. The issues involved in’ some of 
these subjects might soon bring about a great 
political and economic ysem. In seek- 
ase een nee of ; ion ae 
ernment may not only avoid an impendi 
disaster of the sort indicated, but between 
now and the general election may possibly 
have an opportunity of forming a labor plat- 
form for the constituencies, 


Too Much Work for the Prince. 


Up to the present moment the comthission 
has not been constituted. Much interest pre- 
vails as to who will be selected. It is doubt- 
ful whether the Prince of Wales wil} under- 
take the Chairmanship, for the work will be 
heavy and the commission will be required to 
make every possible speed to complete its 
labors. It may be even necessary to appoint 
subcommiassions to deal with particular 
branches of some of the questions under re- 
view. .(Twonames mentioned as probable 
Commissioners already meet severe criticism. 
One is that of Mr. J whose fiasco 
in Scotch railroad strikes increased 
his popularity. The other .is Cardinal 
Manning, whose interference in the iast dock 
strike made him much distrusted by capitalists, 
and whose more recent publications have 
shown hii willing to swallow any socialistic 
propaganda for the sake of ing prom- 
inence for his church. Workingmen like Mr. 
Benjamin Tillet and Mr. Thomas Mann will 
be more acceptable fhan Mr. Burns; and, as 
to ecclesiastics, the general feeling is that 
they would better adhere to their proper 
sphere. The Chairmanship of this commis- 
sion will most grotebty be intrusted to Lord 
Derby. The other likely members are Lord 
Randolph Churchill, Mr. Chamberlain, Mr. 
John Morley, Sir William Harcourt, Mr. 
Burt, and several bankers and employers of 


labor. 

Lord Randolph Churchill-and .Mr. Cham- 
berlain, it is thought, had received some hint 
of this commission before they delivered their 
speeches last Saturday. Lord Randoiph an- 
ticipated the Ministerial project by suggesting 
the establishment of State Boards of Arbitra- 
tion. This will possibly be one of the subjects 
which the commission will discuss. The ap- 
peintinent of this commission has not inter- 
fered with the labors of the Parliamentary 
committee just nominated to inquire into the 
hours of labor of railway servants.
